He has learned that the Commoner 


sent a personal 
message of

wishes to the vice-presidential candi- 
date thru a former secretary telling 
him he was glad he received the nomi- 
nation. No word has 
yet been 
re- 


ceived from him by Governor Cox. 
Secretary Roosevelt admitted getting 
the message but refused to comment 
on its political significance. 
The can- 


didates expressed themselves as par- 
ticularly pleased with 
the harmony 


outlook in the party. The telegrams 
of congratulation from Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, who was un- 
seated in the convention and Thomas 
Watson, of Georgia, assure the sup- 
port of these factions and if Mr. Bryan 
and his followers could be whipped 
into line a united Democracy would 
start the campaign. 


COX IS INTERESTED 


For the first time Governor 
Cox 


showed an interest in the third party 
movement in Chicago. 
He asked it

have had to solve in years. 


Their bodies sprawled in the road, 


Mrs. De Cordova and the chauffeur 
were' found by James F. Brown, a 
farmer of North Stonington. Mrs. De 
Cordova was dead. Geissler was still 
alive but unconscious. He was rushed 
to a hospital here but died early this 
morning without regaining conscious- 
ness. 


Between the bodies when found lay 


an army pistol. Mrs. De Cordova had 
been shot thru the heart and appar- 
ently had dl«d instantly. - GeUsler's 
body WM hanging acrons * fence with 
taDet wounds in hit head.

Late last evening Brown, the far-

Geissler, who was 31 years old and 


had a wife in New York, had been in 
the employ of the De Cordovas for 
five years. Relatives and friends of 
the De Cordova family today could 
shed no light on the tragedy or 
ascribe any motive for It. Prosecutor 
B. H. Hewitt of New London-co said 
early today that he is not satisfied 
with the theory that Geissler shot Mrs. 
De Cordova

OR the next four months we may expect to hear a lot of 
political clap-trap from campaign orators in both parties 


about the high cost of living, "protection for the farmer, keep- 
ing the country boys on the farm and similar sophistry, all cal- 
culated to "line up the farmer vote."

These same political spellbinders will howl themselves 


hoarse for "more production on the farm" and "cheaper living 
costs" for city populations. What the campaign orators will 
deter along these lines may be judged by the bunk conUined 
fn the platforms of the two parties. Yet it may be set down as 
a certainty now that, no matter which party succeeds at the 
noils next fall, neither will honestly propose any new legislation 
Sor the repeal oi any of the old laws which are responsible for 


aha. been a pet scheme of PoHUcianaln both 


parties whenever they wanted to hoodwink the £™frs or 
laborers in industrial centers, to propose some new law for their 
ostensible benefit. Not a law of this kind on either state 01 
federal statute books can today be pointed to by either party 
that has "ever afforded an iota's relief to farmer or city toiler. 


Especially in the case of the farmer ha. thu P«*~»JJ~» 


kept up so long that the profit has all been taken out of farming 
and Ae farmers have left for the citiej-where the.. -profits 
have already gone. 
Neither party platform has the slightest 


suggestion of relief for this condition, the gravest wh:ch con- 
fronts th "American people. And as both platform, are barren 
of ideas along this line, so will both campaigns be equally hope- 
less in affording real relief. 
. 
With great unction the solemn campaign orators will con- 


dole with the farmers and in mournful terms portray t^r sym- 
pathy for their hard lot. It remains to be seen if the t armors 
will fall for their blandishments now as they have in the past. 
But it may be set down in advance that not a public speaker in 
eitter "arty will propose any real, fundamental relict measure 
for the agricultural classes. 


Regardless of which party rides into power on the Novem- 


ber tide of ballots, the farmer and labor m general will be 
treated to the same old promises of legislative relief. As a mat- 
ter of fact it is not MORE legislation, but less; it is not the 
enactment of NEW LAWS, but the repeal of a host of old ones 
which have been foisted on the backs of the toilers by fake law- 
makers in both parties that is responsible for the condition of 
agriculture, and labor in general today. 
Take the case of typical farm experiences in every com- 


munity in the land. Side by side along a country highway are 
two dilapidated farm properties, inherently of the same value. 
A live, enterprising, hard-working farmer buys one of them. 
He restores it thru a course of years to a state of high produc- 
tivity. The other farm is permitted by its absentee owner to 
remain in the same condition, or lapse into a worse. 
What is the attitude of every community in America toward 


these two farmers ? The State renders the same service to both 
It maintains the roadway for both. It maintains the same local 
and township high school. It affords both tracts oi land the 
same legal security. Every service that the public gives the well 
improved farm it gives to the briar patch. 
Yet when the assessor passes the hat to secure funds with 


which to maintain public revenues what, happens? 
It takes 


many times more from the good farmer than it docs from the 
slovenly farmer. The former has tiled and fenced his hind at a 
cost of many hundreds, perhaps thousands- of dollars. Ho has 
built a fine barn, a handsome dwelling for his family. lie has 
built corncribs and silos and clean, warm sheds for his slock ol 
all kinds. Perhaps his hog pen is ncwo>r and more sanitary than 
the dwelling house on the neglected farm. He paints his build- 
ings. He keeps them in' the best of repair. His lawns are mowed 
and everything about his premises are spick and span. 


And for every last one of the above useful acts he is penal- 


ized by the State, 'just as a thief or vagrant is fined for his theft 
or vagrancy. His absentee neighbor, on the other hand, is 
rewarded for letting his farm go to weeds and briars. The tax 
collector looks his premises over, mournfully shakes his head 
and passes the place by. 
And this tvpical instance is true in cities as well as in the 


countrv 
INSTEAD OF COLLECTING TAXES FOR WHAT 


IT DOES FOR MEN, IT IS THE FIXED POLICY OF THE 
STATE TO TAX MEN FOR WHAT THEY DO FOR THEM- 
SELVES. 
In the basic idea contained in the above homely illustration, 


in the wrong that io involved in it, a wrong that goes infinitely 
further than a mere cursory reading of the above indicates, is 
the fundamental cause of the high cost of living today. Studied 
comprehensively it will explain practically all the other basic 
economic ils that are filling the minds of our people with dis- 
content, that are driving capital out of legitimate business, that 
are increasing the abnormal wealth of the privileged classes and 
further penalizing honest, competitive capital and labor. 


In short, the fundamental wrong in America today can be 


summed up in the words, IDLE LAND, and its corollary, NAT- 
URAL RESOURCES HELD OUT OF USE AGAINST THE 
NEEDS OF AN EVER-INCREASING POPULATION. 


What is it that lies between the farmer and his market? 


IDLE LAND. Consumers in the big cities of the east are buying 
wheat and potatoes raised a thousand miles north of them, 
almost under the Arctic circle, and their apples and peaches 
raised 2,500 miles to the west- with all the consequent ruinous 
charges for transportation which makes the price 'prohibitive 
to the poor and milks the producer of his legitimate profits, yet 
lying against the very corporate limits of New York, Philadel- 
phia and scores of cities similarly situated are thousands of acres 
of fine farmland held out of use in order that the owner may 
reap a speculative profit when population pushes further against 
the means of subsistence. 


What is it that forces workmen in the city to live so far 


from their work? IDLE LAND. What is the most conspicuous 
thing to be seen on entering any city? IDLE LAND. What is 
the only form of property that paid no war tax ? IDLE LAND. 
What is it that enables speculators to grow rich without woi'k- 
ing? 
IDLE LAND. What i<- it that drives settlers long dis- 


tances from civilization to fimi a home? IDLE LAND. 


What must be stricken from both urban and rural territory 


if we would have efficient industry, contented workers and a 
distribution of wealth based on the worker's actual share in 
production? IDLE LAND. 


How can idle land be forced into use and all land deprived 


of its speculative value ? By taxing all land, idle and improved, 
at its exact value and exempting from taxation the product of 
every man's labor. 


Do this and automatically, almost as if by magic, the strife 


between capital and labor will cease, the cost of living will be 
adjusted equitably to income and the vast, unearned fortunes 
built up on PRIVILEGE and its twin iniquity, MONOPOLY, 
will forever disappear. 


And any campaign orator who prates about justice and 


equality and is not willing to subscribe to the above, who denies 
that THE LAND QUESTION is the supreme issue of the hour, 
ia more interested in an office for himself than he is about justice 
for the farming and laboring classes.

SUGAR AT 30 CENTS? 


It is just beginning to be whispered 


that while nearly all the great conn- 
tries of the world supplied part of 
their own. sugar, and looked to the 
West Indies, Java, and Hawaii, for 
addditional supplies, it was the exten- 
sive beet fields of Germany and Aus- 
tria turning out an enormous excess 
beyond their own consumption that 
kept the price down here. 


This excess of German sugar ever 


ready to pour into our (jountry as soon 
as the price advanced far enough for 
it to climb the tariff wall compelled 
sugar from other sources to 
keep 


within bounds or meet a waiting ri- 
val. 


This last winter the planters In 


Jamaica were getting four times what 
they considered a reasonable price! 
No wonder the price of sugar has gone 
skyward! 
Cuban sugar now selling 


there for 20 cents a pound could have 
been hot last August by our govern- 
ment for 6% cents a pound, but was 
not, and now we see the result ia the 
prices we are paying. The reason the 
price did not mount, higher before was 
because our government hot the Cu- 
ban crop of 1918, the 
equalization 


hoard paying 5% cents a pound -for 
it. 
When the present crop is all 


milled there will be more million- 
aire^ in Cuba per capita than any- 
where else in the world, it is said. 
Sugar brokers bidding against each 
other, drove the price up and also 
created the impression there was a 
shortage, driving it still higher. Now 
we are told three or four men are 
holding the sugar—tho there is plenty 
of it—to force the price still higher. 


We heard frantic cries of "unlaw- 


ful confiscation of property," when 
the prospect of prohibition loomed on 
theXhorizon; it 
never materialized, 


however. 
Saloons 
and 
breweries 


were converted to other uses. Slight 
changes, entailing 
insignificant 
ex- 


pense, have converted most of the 
breweries into ice cream, powdered 
or evaporated milk factories, or ice 
and cold storage plants, making more 
money and employing more 
men. 


But some of them are helping out the 
sugar shortage by making malt syrup. 
The process has been so improved the 
^product finds a ready market; in fact 
they can supply but a small part of

the demand. This malt Byrtrp arer- 
ages GO to 80 per cent sweet, looks 
like maple syrup, but tastes like 
honey. A special process renders it 
white, -which makes it suited to candy "" 
and ice cream making. It Is better 
in some ways for candy making than 
sugar, and is much cheaper. Corn, 
barley and potatoes are used, and the 
first processes require no change is 
the brewery machinery, only the ad- 
dition of evaporating pans. It is ac- . 
ceptable on the table as well as in 
"cooking and baking. 
No chemicals 


are used in its manufacture so it con- 
forms to the pure food laws. 


The sale of candy has increased to 


such an extent since the coming of 
.prohibition, as 'there has been more 
money for legitimate luxuries (it is 
not the old soaks who are buying it 
as you can see by looking at the pur- 
chasers) that all this malt syrup that 
is being used by confectioners, and 
bakers helps by so much in bidding 
against the housewives for the limited 
sugar supply.

can. admit German sugar again becom- 
ing a rival—it behooves the voters to 
cast their votes this year for dry con- 
gressmen.

code, and beer and wine will again 
deluge the country. They say they 


Twlll not establish the saloon again, 
out beer and wine will be sold at gro- 
cery and drug stores to men, "women 
and children. Why should they not 
sell to children such a harmless prod- 
uct as they claim beer and wine to be! 
Crime, mteery, and drunkenness will 
again flourish under the return of 
booze; whiskey too will have Its tarn, 
for who ever heard of the liquor busi- 
ness obeying the law? 


Not only will we lose all the grain 


they will destroy or the sugar substi- 
tute we might have made from part • 
of it, but our pitifully small supply 
of freight cars will again be used to 
haul empty bottles, cases and barrels 
as well as those filled with beer and 
wine, and also they will have had to 
transport all the raw material long 
distances to the breweries. Even now 
we have not sufficient cars to deliver 
<he needed coal to certain factories 
and at some mines there is such a 
shortage the miners are actually suf- 
> 


fering for food as they can work only 
one day a week. 


A water famine was only a few 


days off in Chicago recently because 
of coal shortage, and Washington, 
D. C., had only enough coal to keep 
its lighting and power plant in opera- 
ation for a 
few days. Fortunately. ^ 


enough coal was secured in time to W 
avert these disasters, but what if it 
had been winter time? Do you wish 
to have the sugar, grain, and coal 
shortage further decreased 
for the 


sake of beer and wine? If not, vote 
for and work for a dry congress this 
year.
